procedure. 
Although it is conceded that a ma­ 
jority of both houses will favor rati­ 
fication of debt suspension, a number 
of Senators and Representatives will 
demand a full explanation before vot­ 
ing on it, and some of them may

HOOVER EXPECTED 
TO CALL CONGRESS 
A 
MONTH EARLY 


Washington, August 
6.—Inquiry 
among Republican and Democratic 
members of Congress now in Wash­ 
ington discloses an almost unanimous 
belief that President Hoover will sum­ 
mon Congress into session approxi­ 
mately a month in advance of its reg­ 
ular meeting date. 
This opinon 
is 
based on the President's admitted an­ 
xiety to have Congress ratify his pro­ 
posal for a suspension of debt 
pay­ 
ments. 
In order to become 
effective, 
the 
President’s 
moratorioum 
proposal 
must be ratified before December 15. 
Congress is scheduled to convene De­ 
cember 7. It cannot proceed to busi­ 
ness until the House organizes 
and 
adopts a code of rules, and in view of 
the uncertainty as to which party will 
attain control organization is likely 
to be a slow and 
bitterly contested 
procedure. 
Although it is conceded that a ma­ 
jority of both houses will favor rati­ 
fication of debt suspension, a number 
of Senators and Representatives will 
demand a full explanation before vot­ 
ing on it, and some of them may in­ 
sist on promises of relief for Ameri­ 
can farmers and American unemploy­ 
ed before consenting to a vote on the 
proposal to relieve Germany. 
Confronted with these possibilities, 
members point out how unlikely it is 
that a vote on the proposed morator­ 
ium could be reached within a week. 
The accepted belief is that Mr. Hoo­ 
ver will summon Congress into sess­ 
ion about the middle of 
November. 
Elections to fill eight vacancies in the 
House are to be held early in Novem 
ber, and it would not be expedient to 
call a session before then. 
Notwithstanding the 
Republicans 
now have a paper majority of one vote 
in the House, the impression has deep 
ened that the Democrats will organize 
that body, electing their 
candidates 
for Speaker and committee chairmen 
' and adopting a more liberal 
set 
of 
rules. 
The 
present composition of the 
House is 214 Republicans, 212 Demo­ 
crats and one Farmer-Laborite.
